The combination those degrees en¬ 
titled him to teach the commercial sub¬ 
jects of typing, shorthand, bookkeeping 
and collego accounting, which duties ho 
undertook at Gordon Military Collego, 
Barnosville, Ga., for two years. Mr. 
Faulkner devoted what little timo ho had 
available for athletics to one game—- 
tennis. Ho played on the varsity team 
for two yoars while attending collego, 
and I understand from some of tho officer 
that ho still plays a very smooth gemo. 

Getting that patriotic urgo, Mr. 
Faulkner applied for Naval service early- 
in 1942, being appointed to the rank of 
Ensign in March of the same yoar. He 
reported to Pensacola, Fla«, N.A.8., for 
active duty on /.ug. 3, 1942* From there 
ho was sent to tho Naval Supply School, 
Harvard University, for four months train 
ing in Supply and Disbursing work. 

Mr-. Faulkner reported aboard for duty 
with this Battalion on Jon. 15th, taking 
over the headaches of tho Disbursing 
Office on the let of Feb.

He was with them until he en¬ 
listed with theSeabees on the 19th of 
September, 1942, and was called into 
active service with the battalion tv/o 
months later.

I love to 
skate, ski, and all the other sports in 
rhich that part of the world excels. I 
ilso have two gold claims there, one in 
Copper Center and one Circle City, which 
I want to work."

"Increased attention must be given : by 
all concerned to a. reduction in physical 
hazards involving personnel, "the Admir¬ 
al'' a order s£id.

Most job accidents can be prevented 
end valuable war production'attained by 
safe work habits on the part of tho work¬ 
ers and the fullest use of safety devices 
In the soven types cf jobs listed below 
there ora a few simple rules one should 
always keep in mind. 

-.'-PERSONAL PROTECTION — wear snugly 
fitting clothes, wear suitable, gloves 
and protective gadgets. - - 

-.’YORKERS ON MACHINERY — stop machines 
while listening to instruction?, cr fil¬ 
ing, adjusting, or cleaning.
